THE LATEST. 


The Senate yesterday by an over¬ 
whelming majority amended the arbi¬ 
tration treaties by inserting the word 
“treaty''’ in place of “agree me at’* in the 
original draft and ratified them or 
amended. This wae dene over the pro¬ 
ton of the President In a letter written 
by him to Senator Cuilom, which was 
read in the Senate. The President, in 
hi 9 letter, declared that the amendment 
proposed would be “e step backward.” 
There was considerable criticism by 
the Senators of the President's attitude, 
as bordering on an attempt at usurpa¬ 
tion. It is believed that the breach be¬ 
tween the Senate and the Executive 
will go far toward Insuring the failure 
of the Each-Tow no end Railroad Rate 
Bill at this session. 


A distinct Improvement Is noted in 
the strike situation In Russia, though 
there are serious troubles in the towns 
of Poland. In St. Petersburg the ap¬ 
prehension of rt turbulent Sunday seems 
to have been allayed, and Gov. Gen. 
Trepoff believes he has the situation 
well In hand. No serious clashes were 
reported Saturday from any quarter, 
though it is admitted that conditions 
at Lodz. Warsaw, Kharkoff and other 
industrial centers are still unfavorable.

St. Petersburg. Feb. 12.—1:44 a. m.— 
St. Petersburg breathes easier this 
morning, the apprehensions of a gen 
eral resumption of the strike having 
proved unjustified, at least ns far as 
yesterday Is concerned, and the strikers 
having manifested no Inclination to re¬ 
sort to political measures In the nature 
of the events of January 22. 

Dispatches from all parts of the Em¬ 
pire show a distinct Improvement In 
the Industrial situation, except In Po¬ 
land and the Caucasus, and the great 
tidal wave of economic disturbances 
which swept over the entire land as a 
sequence to the historic upheaval In St. 
Petersburg In January Is now believed 
to be on the ebb. Remnants of this 
general strike movement still exist Jn 
many quarters In Russia and the Rus¬ 
sian Industrial classes are so far from 
being contented that a resurgence of 
this wave cannot be omitted from fu¬ 
ture calculation, but for the time be¬ 
ing the economic peril which threat¬ 
ened to shake the political structure 
and render armies utterly Impotent 
see ins to be abating.

SENATORIAL DIGNITY RUFFLED 


No Disturbances. 


No disturbances occurred here to¬ 
day and no trouble was reported at 
Sosnovlce. 

The Governor, in on Interview with 
the Associated Press, said; 

‘My official reports from Sosnovlce 
show that thirty-three persons were 
killed and thirty-six wounded, eighteen 
of whom were seriously hurt.

Suddenly a striker 
drew a large knife nnd rushed at an 
officer. The soldiers then fired on the 
inob. which immediately fled, leaving 
the dead and wounded.” 

The Governor added that no other 
shooting had been reported and that 
quiet had been restored In the city. 
There are 50.000 men on strike in the 
Sosnovice district.

float clear of the log booms. The Ice 
Is about five Inches thl k and Is break¬ 
ing up rapidly owing to the fast swell¬ 
ing tide.

Residents of Crescent Hill and the 
Highlands went to bed without their 
usual Saturday night bath last night 
and they w*ere busy worrying over 
whether they would have water with 
which to wash their faces when they 
arise this morning. The Louisville Wa¬ 
ter Company cut off the water from all 
the housc-s In that portion of the city 
about 7 o’clock Inst night on account 
of a break In the large main which 
supplies that section. The break oc¬ 
curred near the L. and N. railroad 
crossing, only a short distance from the 
reservoir, and so serious was the dam¬ 
age that it will be to-morrow morning 
before the break ls Repaired. 

••What’s the matter with the water? 
It’s stopped running?” 

This exclamation was heard, or could 
have been heard, hut for the protecting 
wails of the houses, from all parts of 
the Highland about 7 o’clock last night. 
This was followed by a rush to In¬ 
vestigate and then a rush to the tele¬ 
phone. The Water Company’s offlee 
was the objective point of the tele¬ 
phone messages and the night watch* 
man had his hands full answering the 
calls w T hich came In. Having hud some 
experience when a large main broke 
several weeks ago. the people knew 
what was the matter and they went 
straight to the Water Company, anx¬ 
iously inquiring when the water would 
be turned on again. They were not 
given much comfort there, for the an¬ 
swer was that It would be Monday 
morning before the break was repaired. 
m • • 

Saved Water. 

Finding that the wetter was corning 
In only a feeble stream, many famU.es 
gathered together buckets and pans 
and cuuge as much water as they 
could to rotve it for to-day, as a pro¬ 
tection agud net the continued cutting ofT 
of Uielr water supply. Some kicking 
was done, but as a rule the loss of vv.i- 
ter was accepted with fortitude and the 
! jieople were only hopeful th-U they will 
have running water when they get up 
this morning. 

What caused the accident is hut 
known. The main which broke is for¬ 
ty-eight Indies in diameter and fee is 
a large number of smaller pipes, sup¬ 
plying a large section of the city. The 
breAk occurred near the point wdiere 
the main leaves the reservoir, and tliv 
neighborhood W'as flooded, hut no dam¬ 
age was done. Regarding t!v* accident, 
Charles R. Long, president of the water 
company, referred inquirers to Uh vrles 
Her many, the superintendent Mr. Ger¬ 
many said: 

“The break will not be repaired until 
Monday morning, but the water will 
not be shut off during that time.” 

A force o< men were put to work at 
once doing what they could In the dark, 
but the work can hardly be properly 
begun until this morning When R will 
be pushed and the break mended us 
rapidly as possible.

A Bankruptcy Bill. 


Washington. Feb. 11.—As an out¬ 
growth of the Investigation ^ of the 
General Slocum disaster, the House to 
day passed a number of bills called u% 
by Mr, Grosvenor, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Merchant Marin* 
and Fisheries, amending the laws relat 
ing to the steamboat inspection .service 
amd making far more rigid pr^vls*!on for 
the regulation and control of steam 
vessels. The amendments recommend¬ 
ed by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor were sent to tl)e House in 
the form of eight bills. Six of these 
were reported favorably by the com¬ 
mittee and five of them passed to-day. 
Consideration of the bill providing for 
the oHiring of the salary* sysnem for 
inspector* was prevented by the objec¬ 
tion of Mr. Shirley, of Kentucky. 

Except for «n effort by Mr. Idver- 
nosh, of California, to amend the pro¬ 
vision relative to complements of crow* 
there were no Controversies on the 
measure*.

The bill? amending the steamboat in¬ 
spection service a* they passed the 
House provide for an executive com¬ 
mittee or board of ruptrvtslng In¬ 
spectors with power to amend the rule* 
of the steamboat, inspection service in 
the Interim between the meeting* of 
the full board, subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of Commerce nnd 
Labor, make compulsory Inspection 
once a year, whether applied for by 
masters or owners or not; exempt ves¬

Assistant Inspectors are added to those 
prohibited from having any pecuniary 
interest In vessels, and motor vessels 
of over fifteen tons are brought Ander 
the genera] penal provisions or the 
statute*. An alternative suspension oif 
license Instead of a revocation is pro¬ 
vided In cose a licensed officer shall 
unreasonably refuse to serve. Provi¬ 
sion Is made for an appeal In certain 
cases of revocation and for Injecting 
fire extinguishing gas into holds as well 
as steam. Motor vessels other than 
steam on the Red r\vtr of the 
North and the Mississippi system are 
brought under the collision rules of 
tho«e waters. Minor details in a num¬ 
ber of Instances are transferred from 
statute to regulation.

4(0eeiivnd—That the bankrupt has con- 
thu:ted any debt provable in the bank¬ 
ruptcy without having at the time of 
onrrtraoting it any reasonable or probably 
p round of expectation (proof whereof 
shall lie on him) of heJng abl•» to pay it. 
•Third—That the bankrupt ha* failed to 
#ooount satisfactorily for any ios* of 
a j«su* or for any deficiency* of asset* to 
hhs liabilities. 

Fourth—That the bankrtrpt ha* brought 
<*n or contributed to lus bankruptcy by 
hazardous speculations or gambling 
j Fffrh— 1 That the bankrupt has within 
four months preceding the filing of the 
petition, when unable to pay his debts 
Sd they become dqe. given an undue 
jVroferenoe to any of his creditors. 

- Sixth—That the bankrupt has on any 
prevtouc occasion within ten year* been

HEAVY SNOW IN NORTHWEST. 

Temperature In Nebraska and Iowa 
Hovers About Zero. 

Omaha, Neb., Feb. 11.—Arfother heavy 
ran of snow occurred last night over 
practically all of Nebraska and West¬ 
ern Iowa. Reports received at rail¬ 
road offices Indicate that the storm, 
which lasted all night, was heavy from 
Omaha to Denver and Cheyenne und 
over the entire upper Missouri valley. 
Thirty-five inches of snow has fallen 
since December 25, of which nbout 
twenty inches Is on the ground at 
this time. No wind has accompanied 
the present storm, hut the temperature 1 
remains near the zero mark.

A lengthy Joint opinion was delivered 
in the case, which has been fought 
most bitterly and been under submis¬ 
sion a number of months. The circum¬ 
stances of the Interdependent relations 
between the Proprietary Association 
of America, the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association and lhe Nation¬ 
al Association of Retail Druggists were 
reviewed at length by the court. 

By this arrangement the manufac¬ 
turers of proprietary medicines require 
the wholesalers to agree not to sell 
to cut rate druggist? upon the penalty 
of themselves being refused goods. 
However, the sellers of the patent med¬ 
icines allow tHe prices of their goods* 
to be fixed by three-fourths of the re¬ 
tailers In each community. When the 
retail druggists held a meeting Sep¬ 
tember 15. 1902. a schedule of prices 
was compiled. All members of the local 
trade except the plaintiffs compil'd 
with the agreement. As the latter re¬ 
fused to Join, the schedule wai never 
put Into effect.

THE PRACTICE IS DEFENDED

Cincinnati. F?b. 11— [Special.]—Even 
the more optimistic of the Cincinnati 
tobacoo men Interested In the big Bur- 
ley deal to-day gave up hope of getting 
Wall street to finance the fight against 
the trust backed by Standard OIK Sec¬ 
retary Barton haa abandoned the field 
and gone home. 

No definite word has been recelyed 
that the mesisage that called Archibald 
Stewart, their representative, back to 
New York after he started home had 
proved a vain hope, but hi* silence was 
taken as an ill omen. There was no 
longer any need for sticking to the ship. 

The tobacco men could feel certain 
of only one thing, that is. that Standard 
OH bus proved itseK stronger than the 
allied tobacco interests of Cincinnati, 
the Independent tobacco manufacturers 
supporting them, and some 30,000 farm¬ 
ers of the white Burley field, banded 
together In as compact an organization 
as the Ingenuity of clever leaders and 
three years* hard work could produce. 

The 40.0CO farmer*, whose livelihood 
depends on the price they can get for 
their tobacco, must accept tb*» prices 
the trust sees fit to give. They hope 
the fact that the tobacco trust must 
have white Burley, and lota of It, In 
the immediate future, and also the un¬ 
easiness the association's efforts may 
have caused, will enable them to get 
fair prices, but It Is only n hope. 

One of the foremost tobactx> ware¬ 
housemen in Cincinnati, whose time, 
money and efforts have been thrown 
Into the fight, said to-day: 

“It is no use to hope any longer. We 
have been led on like lambs to be 
shorn. A dozen times during the ne 
gotiations In New York It has seemed 
certain that success would crown our 
efforts and there Is no doubt that the 
men leading us believed their own 
statements, that they would back the 
deal/’ _

Since that date 
the plaintiffs have only been able to 
buy goods surreptitiously and In small 
quantities. The suit will probably be 
taken up to th> higher court. L nder 
the finding of the court none of th* 
wholesalers or retailers ever had any¬ 
thing to do with placing the plaintiffs 
names on the “cut off” list and th*y 
refused to sell good.* only to the plain¬ 
tiffs. The court held that they haa a 
right to do this and pointed out that 
In the case of Owen Brewster against 
Millers’ Sons, where Brewster sued tiu- 
undertakers for refusing to sell him a 
coffin* the defendants had only acted 
within their rights. In that case the 
plaintiff wished a coffin to bury hja 
wife In. but had fatted to pay the $53 
he owed for the burial of his father. 

In the case at bar the defendants 
had only refused to have business re¬ 
lations with the defendants, giving the 
court, therefore, nothing to c*nJoln.

John O'Brien, superintendent of the 
Neodesha refinery of the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company, (the Standard), was 
In Kansas City to-day. Mr. O’Brien 
said that the Standard OH Company’s 
order had been misunderstood and said 
that it meant simply the stopping of 
construction work and not the buying 
of oil. ”We are not threatening the 
producers," said he. 

The action of the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany in Kansas ha* had no effect on 
the operation of its refinery at Kansas

him make a fpe**oh nt the opera house In 
Lexington against Goebel und that she 
had Inquired of him if It was not a fact 
that By id had gone up into Judge Riddle’s 
district and hn<| fohght him in his race lor 
Judge, and ulso inquired ir ihat little 
Janett was not a bolter, too. and, that h© 
liad told her that he lmd understood that 
he was. He ©tnt^l that my mother i a,i.| de¬ 
li <©d this convcrsntlr.n in her testimony. 
He admitted to me that he bad worn 
falsely about the matter and made th© 
remark to me In the presence of Sum 
Fields ami Felix Fcltnej* that ‘we are all 
God damned murderer© and lie swearers 
together in order to gi t out of our trou¬ 
bles.” Now. wait a minute. We «jw Mr 
French In Cincinnati. The oonv*rsatlou 
about the agreement with Gov.

A—J. J. C. Back represented m»\ anti 
after J waa found guilty by the Jury 
I employed J. B. Marnmi to take my case 
to tho Court of Appeals and tu* succeeded 
In obtaining a reversal in the Court of Ap¬ 
peals. 

Q—When did the case first stand for 
trial after its reversal in the Court of Aii- 
pe;Uf». as well as you can remember? 

A At tho ©peclul May term of the 
Breathitt Circuit Court lit 3902. , 

g—Was the case tried at that time? 

A—No. sir. 

g —Do you know John Smith, John Ab¬ 
ner and T<»m White?

Q—Were you Bcqmdfited with them at 
uml prior to the special May term of 
court 19(32?

Q_Wnete they In Jackson during that 
term of court?

A—Yt-s, sir. 

Q—G<> atu-ad In your way now nnd stat© 
how the conversation came about ami 
wlmt was done?

Smith Had a “Sure Plau/ 1 


A—I think It was on th© second or third 
day of this special May term, I hod a 
talk with John Smith nnd John Abner, 
and, they asked me if I would allow them 
to Suggest a plan to get m** out of my 
trouble, nnd I told them I would. This 
wns Smith doing tho talking. In th© pres- 
cnee of Abner. And I .-Lsked them what 
the plan whs. and Smith remarked mat 
he wna afraid to toil me Just th^n. but 
would tell me later, and etiid it m.ght be 
something I would not want to do. but 
It wtiB a mire pinn for nv* to get out of 
my Trouble, and asked mo If I would be 
willing to do most anything to gc; out. 


and I told him anything In the bound of 
reason, and he eaid he would talk the 
matter over with people who were high 
in authority, and guessed I knew who it 
wits, and that they had sen<t him to see 
me to talk this mailer over with me 
and If I would listen to him ho would 
vouch for them and he would help m© 
out of my trouble. This was Ju*t after 
court *©t on the morning of the second 
or third day of the term, 1 don’t remem¬ 
ber which. We then separated with the 
undrors-tanding that w© would hoc each 
other again on the following day. In the 
meantlm© I went to Mr. MYr^um, iny 
attorney, and told 1 him what had been 
©aid to me by Smith and Abner. He ©aid 
to me that he had an Idea what It was 
that they wanted done, but he did not 
tell m© at the time what he suspected 
I asked him his advice about the matter, 
and he advised mo to see 'them again and 
find out just what It was they wanted 
me t6 <fo. 

* • • 

Wanted Him To Kill Marcum. 

The following day I had another 
conversation with them, and In that 
conversation they asked me If I would 
be willing to do most anything to g^t 
out of my trouble, and stated, further, 
that If a man had killed a mun_to g©: 
into trouble that he ought to be willing 
to kill another- to get out. One of them 
remarked that It was not necessary to 
be fooling about th© matter any further, 
nnd suggested to th© other to tell wlmt 
It was they wanted me to do He then 
told me that they wanted me to kill 
“that damnod fellow that was defending 
tne,” referring to J B. Marcum. 1 told 
them that was a pretty serious matter, 
and: I would have to think about the mat¬ 
ter further before agreeing to do It. I 
told film I would give them an answer 
that eftertioon. At the time w© had this 
conversation Mr ‘Marcum had gone to 
his dinner and as soon a* he returned I 
had a talk with him and told him what 
it was they wanted me to do: that they 
wanted me to agr»v* to kill him. and he 
said to me it would be very dangerous for 
mo not to agree to do w hat they had sug¬ 
gested. nnd I had better consent to do it 
and then keep him posted of any plans 
or arrangements, so that he could keep 
out of the way On the same afternoon, 
afhjr having this conversation with Mr. 
Marcum. T met 8mVth and Abner again, 
and t'idfl them T had thought the matter 
over and had made up my mind that I 
would do most anything to get out of 
trouble, and would umlertnko to kill Mar¬ 
cum. We then arranged to meet with 
E l Callahan and James Hargis, at Hargis* 
office. In rh© upstairs of their store build¬ 
ing. which Is located Just across th© 
street from the courthouse In Jackson. 
We were to meet there that night after 
th© lights had hoen put out in the store. 

• • • 

Met Hargis and Callalian. 

The putting out of the lights w*as to be 
a signal that everything wup ready I 
was around on the streets until the lights 
were put out in tho store, and 1 went to 
th© door and John Smith opened the door 
and I wont In and went up to th© room, 
and found James Hargis. 396 Callahan 
and John Abner In the room Smith went 
to tho room with me They had some 
beer and fsomo whisky, and we all eat 
around and drank for nearly an hour be¬ 
fore anything w-a» said at* to tho pur- 
posuvof our meeting It was finally sug¬ 
gested by Jim Hargis that If w© were 
there on any business, to name wiiat It 
was. John Abner then remarked that he 
ami John Smith had talketl the matter 
over with me. nnd I had agreed to do 
what he and Callahan wanted done. Har¬ 
gis then said It was a very dangerous 
bus.’riof* we were entering upon, and that 
whatever was >Mild between them was to 
be. and must be, kept secret; that If 
I ever told anvthing about that I would 
either be killed or they would all sw*ar 
It whs a lie. ami If I ever testified to any¬ 
thing that had occurred, that they would 
©end m© to the penitentiary for false 
swearing. Hargis sa!d to me that Gov. 
Beckham was a friend of hi?, that he 
owed his election Hi a lnrtte measure to 
him. and that h© would grant pardons 
Lo any persons that he might ask him to. 
and gave some Instances wlver* Bei'khnm, 
nt hi© request and the request of Judge 
Red wine, had granted pardons without 
any reason be’ng given except that they 
warned It. done. He further stated that 
he could have the ea/*e against me for 
tho killing of Je«o Fields d!amls*°d; or. 
if T preferred It we would gn throwvh 
the form of a trial and have m« acquit¬ 
ted bv the jury, and that If I should 
happm to bo convicted, that be would 
procure a pardon for me. They said M ir- 
curo seem©! to he afraid of them, and 
they could nd get on Opportunity to kill 
him without doing tt In the open, and 
that Marcum was my attorney nnd my 
ft lend and they had decided that owing 
■to this fact that I was the only man 
that could grt an opportunity to kill him. 
and that for that reason they had select¬ 
ed me.

Another Meeting Arranged, 

Q—Wcr© any p^ans suggested that night 
for the killing of Marcum? 

A—No. there wu* no plan laid Umt 
night, but they wanted me to think the 
matter over and try to think of a plan 
the next day and tell them the plans th© 
next night. We agreed then that we 
would m©ct In Hariris’ office the next 
night by tho same signal as the night be¬ 
fore. . „ . 

g-Oo ahead and tell about the meeting 
and what plans wore laid. 

A—We met according to promise and we 
agreed upon a pln.n. The plan was for me 
to got Marcum to come down to his office 
to make out some affidavits In my case, 
•but before doing this l w \is to go up on 
th© mountain between the bus.ness part 
of town and Mr Marcum's hum© upon the 
h!U and hide a shotgun by the vide of 
tha*. road and after Marcum bad finished 
the w ork* at the office I wits to go back 
to where I had the shotgun hid by the 
side of the toad with him, and when we 
arrival at tho plaec where the shotgun 
was I was to bid Marcum good-night, 
pick up the shotgun and empty both bar¬ 
rels of It Into his back.

A Talk With Alex. Hargis.

FIELDS CORROBOR AT ES FELTNER 

His Deposition Tells of An Attempt 
To Assassinate Marcum. 

Lexington, Ky.. Feb 11.—[Special 1— 
The deposition of Sam Fields, which 
has been taken at Winchester, sup¬ 
ports In every material detail tfhat of 
Moses Feltner. # It covers seventeen 
pages of foolscap paper and Is a com¬ 
plete recitation of his movements dur¬ 
ing the trip through Ohio and Indiana 
while he and Feltner were absent from 
the Winchester court. 

Fields first tells of the part he played 
in an attempt to assassinate J. B. Mar¬ 
cum at the polls during the November 
election In 1899. He syys Judge James 
Hargis handed a gun to Jease Fields, 
his brother, and tliat Jeese handed it 
to him. Mose Feltner had refused to 
shoot Marcum* Marcum did not i'ome 
to the poking place while they were 
there. That Is what he was going to 
testify to at the damage suit trial at 
Winchester. He on the way to 

Winchester he saw Ed Callahan below 
Richmond and that Callahan talked 
with a number of the witnesses, includ¬ 
ing Mrs. Rebecca Balk-y, mother of 
Moses Feltner. At Winchester he met 
B. F. French. Alex Hargis and Ed Cal¬ 
lahan. He was sought that night and 
asked to'leave with Moee and Fe lix 
Feltner, and details the movements of 
French, Hnrgis and Callahan, Mose 
Feltiurr and Felix Feltner that night, 
the following day and the night on 
which they set out for Richmond in a 
wagonette. He says French gave Felix 
Feltner $1,000 and tokl him to pu.f it in 
the bank. He had gone oft without his 
OVercOAjt nnd at the livery* stable 
French made a white man give him 
his coat and told him to get the one 
Fields left nt the hotel. He was driven 
to Richmond, urrlvlng there after mid¬ 
night with Felix Feltner, Mase Feltner. 
Ruck Cotlongume aral hin wife and 
Huw Wooten. He detailed their trip 
to Cincinnati. Dayton, Columbus and 
several points in Indiana, where they 
communicated frequently with French, 
Always registering under flctUU>U3 
names. 

Returning to Cincinnati, they were 
met at the depot by French, who pnid 
fnr their supper ai*d tokl them of the 
i»togres* cf the Marcum case uud the 


danger of being arrested. They went 
to Inonton. O., where Charles Wilson 
and Mat Spencer met them, and they 
w’ere nupponed to be under arrest on 
subornation of perjury warrants. Th?y 
returned to Jackson, where they re- 
maJned until 4 o'clock in the morning 
at Judge Hargis house, then went 
back to Perry county, where Felix 
Feltner tried to induce them to sign an 
affidavit which !g» quotfd ns part of the 
affidavit of Fields, saying that they 
had been Induced by the Marcum peo¬ 
ple to swear falsely and had left be¬ 
cause they did not want to tell false¬ 
hoods against the Hargises; also that 
they had not been paid by the H^rgise* 
for leaving. Fields say» that he and 
Mose. after getting hold of the affi¬ 
davit. left Felix Feltner and would not 
sign It. _

Evolution of the Press. 

The evolution of the printing press 
his been going on ever since the art 
of printing was Invented. Th- press of 
Gutenberg and Franklin was the platen 
preso, in which the impression is takes 
with pressure applied to the type by 
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means of a flat platen. This type of 
press Is represented to-day by the 
presses which print small sheets, and 
are familiarly known as "Job presses." 
This form of press is only practical 
for small type surfaces, as the pressure 
ordinarily required Is from 100 to 200 
pounds to the square inch, w hich mak?s 
the P ialn too great when a largJ 
sheet Is to be printed. 

A dintinct type Is the rotary press. 
Nearly all dally newspapers and oth-er 
work where speed, not quality, is the 
first consideration, are printed on thl* 
type of press from curved plates. 

Hut th*? flat bed two-revolution cylin¬ 
der press Is the press of to-day for all 
work In which quality Is the first con- 
sldcratlnn. The books and magazines 
which to-dav set the standard for ex¬ 
cellence tn typography ar.d illustrations 
are all printed on fiat trecl cylinder 
presses. A cylinder, by rolling over tha 
type, applies the pressure of Its weight 
to only a small surface at a time, and 
can therefore apply a uniform pressure 
of ns high as 300 pounds to the square 
inch to a surface several feet in length 
and breadth. By no other method can 
perfection In press work be attained. 

With several of these flat-bed presses 
to make the capacity of the plant as 
great ns desired, and wdth many othor 
minor machines to contribute to tho 
whole, the company can only wait until 
something better Is Invented to mako 
an Improvement In its equipment.

Simplicity In the Inter¬ 
course of Men. 


I T would perhaps be difficult to find 
a more convincing example than 
pride to *how that the obstacle* to 
a better, stronger, eerener life are 
rather 4n us than In circumstances. 
The diversity, and more than that, the 
qonrtraBts In social conditions, give rise 
Inevitably to all sorts of conflicts. Yet 
In spite of this, how greatly would eo- 
clal relations be simplified If w*e put an¬ 
other spirit Into mapping out our plan 
of outward necessities! Be well per¬ 
suaded that It is not primarily differ¬ 
ences of clans and occupation, differ¬ 
ences In the outward manifestations of 
their destinies, which embroil men. If 
such were the case, we should find an 
Idyllic peace reigning among colleague, 
and all those whoso Interests and lota 
are virtually equivalent. On the con¬ 
trary, as everyone knows, the most vio¬ 
lent shocks come when equal meets 
equal, and there is no war worse than 
civil war. But that which above all 
things else hinders men from good un¬ 
derstanding is pride. It makes a man 
a hedgehog, w'ounding every one he 
touches. Let us speak first of the pride 
of the great. 

What offends me In this rich man 
passing in his carriage, Is not his equip¬ 
age, his dress or the number and splen¬ 
dor of his retinue; It is his contempt. 
That he possesses a great fortune docs 
not disturb me, unless I am badly dis¬ 
posed; but that he splashes mo with 
mud, drives over my body, shows by his 
whole attitude that I count for noth¬ 
ing in his eyes because I uni not rich 
like himself—that is wrlm* disturbs me 
—and righteously. He heai:■.« suffering 
upon me needlessly. He humiliates and 
Insults me gratuitously. It is not what ; 
Is vulgar within me, but what is nobk*£t 
that riBBort* itself in the face of this 
offensive pride. Do not accuse roe of 
envy; I feel none; It is my' manhood 
that is wounded. We need not search 
far to Illustrate these ideas. Every J 
naan of my acquaintano* with life ha* 
hftd numerous oxpt*rIene«s which will 
1_tli_turn 


like values In Ihe stock market The 
esteem In which a man Is held la pro- 

S ortilonate to the contents of his strong 
ox. Here "Society" is made up of big 
fortunes, the middle claims of medium 
fortune*. Then come people who have 
lhLle, then those w'ho have nothing. 
All Intercourse Ls regulated by this 
principle. And the relatively rich man 
who has shown hts disdain for those 
ldsa opulent, is crushed In turn by the 
contempt of his superior* in fortune. 
So the madness of comparison rages 
from the summit to the base. Such an 
atmosphere 1? ready to perfection for 
the nurture of the worst feeling; yet It 
Is not wealth, but the spirit of the 
wealthy that must be arraigned. 

Many rich men are free from this 
gross conception—especially ls this true 
of those w"ho from father to son are ac, 
customed to ease—yet they some-times 
forget that there is a certain delicacy In 
not making contrasts too marked. Sup¬ 
pose there is no wrong in enjoying a 
large superfluity: Is It indispensable to 
dWplay It, to wound the eye* of those 
who lack necefisdlles, to flaunt one's 
magnificence at the door* of poverty? 
Good ta*P? and a sort of modesty al¬ 
ways hinder a well man from talking 
of his fine appetite, his sound sleep, 
hl 3 exuberance of spirits In the presence 
of one dying of consumption. Many of 
fhe rich do not exercise this tact and 
so are greatly wanting in pity and dis¬ 
cretion. Are they no! unreasonable in 
complaining of envy, after having done 
everything to provoke It? 

But the great* 8 ! lack la that want of 
discernment which lead men to ground 
their pride on their fortune. To begin 
with, It is a childish confusion of 
thought to consider wealth as a per¬ 
sonal quality; It would be hard to find 
a more Ingenious fashion of deceiving 
one's self us to the relative value of the 
container and the thing contained. I 
have no wish t*> dwell on this question; j 
It is too painful. And yet one cannot 
resist saying to those concerned: "Take 
care, do not confound what you pos«*»s 
with what you atre. Go learn to kwjw , 
the other side of worldly splendor, that 
you may fe d Its moral misery and Its 
puerility.” The traps pride sets for us 
are toa ridiculous. We should distrust 
nwp«>c!nt!on with a thing that makes tm 
hateful to our neighbors and robs us of 
clearness of vision. 

He who yields to pride of xichne. for¬ 
gets this orher point, the most Im¬ 
portant of oll—that pc?*e*«ion Is a pub¬ 
lic trust. Without doubt, individual 
wealfh Is- os lesrWmci.te as individual ex¬ 
istence and tlb*-rty. These thing* are 
inr»eparab’e, and it ls a dream pregnant 
with dfcxurex* that ofteni battle to such 
But the inll- 


w’hole In view. Possession, then. Is less 
a privilege of wiilch to be proud than a 
charge whose gravity should be felt. As 
there l* an apprenticeship, often very 
difficult <to serve, for the exercise of 
every' social office, so this profession we 
call wealth demands an apprenticeship. 
To know how to be rich Is an art. and 
one of the least easy of arts to mus¬ 
ter. Mort people, rich and poor alike. 
Imagine that In opulence one has noth¬ 
ing to do but to take life easy. That 
is why *0 few men know how to be 
rich. In the hand* of too many, weilth, 
according to the genlnl and redoubtable 
comparison of Luther, 1* like a harp 
on the hoof of an ass. They have no 
Idea of the manner of Its use. 

So when we encounter a man at once 
rich and simple, that 1* to eAy, who 
considers his wealth as a means of 
fulfilling his mission in the world, we 
should offer him our homage, for he Is 
surely markworthy. He hat* surmount¬ 
ed obstacles, borne trials and triumphed 
In temptation*, both gross and subtle. 
He docs not fall to discriminate be¬ 
tween the contents of his pocketbonk 
and the contents of his h^d or heart, 
and he does not estimate his fe!1ow-men 
In figures. His exceptional position, in- 
ptead of exalting him. makes him hum¬ 
ble, for he la very sensible of how far 
he falls short of reaching the level of 
his duty. He hos remained a man— 
thAt says It nil. He Is accessible, help¬ 
ful, and far from malclng his wealth a 
barrier to separate him from other men, 
he makes It n moons for coming nearer 
and nearer to them. Although the pro¬ 
fession of riches bns been #0 dishonored 
by the selfish and the proud, such a 
man as this always makes his worth 
felt by every one not devoid of a sense 
of Justice. Bach of us who come* in 
contact with him and sees him live. Is 
forced to look within and ask himself 
the question: "What would become of 
me In such a situation? Phould I keep 
this modeurty. this naturnlnecs, this up¬ 
rightness which uses *t» own os though 
it belonged to others?" So long as 
there is a human society In the world, 
so long as there are bitterly conflict¬ 
ing Interests, so long as envy and 
egotism exist on the earth, nothing will 
be worthier of honor than wealth per¬ 
meated by the spirit of simplicity. And 
It will do more than make itself for¬ 
given; it will bake Itself be loved. 


M ORE dangerous than pride in¬ 
spired by wealth Is that Inspired 
by power, and I mean by the word 
every prerogative that one man has 
over another, be It limited or restricted. 
I see no means of preventing the ex¬ 
istence in the world of men of unequal 
authority. Every organism suppose* 
a hierarchy of powers—we shall never 
escape from that law. But I fear tha: 
If the love of power Is so widespread, 
tho spirit of power ts almost Impossible 
to find. From wrong understanding and 
misuse of it. those w*ho keep every frac¬ 
tion of authority almost everywhere 


him who holds it. A head must be very 
well balanced not to be disturbed by it. 
The port of dementia which look 
possession of th- Ucnrun Emperors In 
ihe time of Lhelr world-wide rule is a 
universal nmlady whose symptoms be¬ 
long to all times. In every man tin re 
sleeps a tyrant, awaiting only„n fav or¬ 
able occasion for waking. Now the ty¬ 
rant is the wor5»t enemy of authority, 
because he furnishes us Us intolerable 
caricature, whence come a multitude of 
soctiO complications, collisions and 
hatreds. Every man who says hi those 
dependent on him: "Do this because It 
Is my will and pleasure," does 111. 
There 1* within each one of us Eome- 
thlng that Invites us to resist personal 
power, and this something Is very re¬ 
spectable. For at bottom we are equal, 
and there Is no one who ha* the right 
to exaot obedience from me because he 
Is he or I am I; if he does po. h!s com¬ 
mand degrade* me, And I have no right 
to suffer myself to be degraded. 

One mug: have lived In schools, in 
tvorkshope, in the army. In Government 
offices, he must have followed closely 
the relation* between masters an l serv¬ 
ants, have observed a little everywhere 
w'here the supremacy of man exercises 
Itself over man, to form any Idea of the 
Injury done by thoee who use power 
arrogantly. Of every free soul they 
make a slave soul, which Is to say. the 
soul of a rebel. And U appears that 
this result, with its social disaster, I* 
most certain when he who commands 
is least removed from the station of 
him who obeys. The most Implacable 
tyrant is the tyrant himself under au¬ 
thority. Foremen and overseers put 
more violence into their dealings than 
superintendents and employers. The 
Corporal is generally harsher than the 
Colonel. In certain families where 
madam has not much more education 
than her maid, the relations betw^een 
them are those of the convict and his 
warder. And woe everywhere to him 
who falls into the hands of a subaltern 
drunk with his authority! 

Wo forgot that the first duty of him 
who exercises power is humility. 
Haughtiness Is not authority. It is not 
we who are the law; the inw is over 
our hea.V We only interpret It, but 
to miftke it valid In the eyes of others 
w'e must first l>e subject to It ourselves. 
To command and to obey In the so¬ 
ciety of m*n are, after air. .but two 
forms of the «ime virtue^voluntary 
servitude. If you are not obeyed. It Is 
generally because you have not your¬ 
self obeyed first. 

Th»* secret of moral ascendancy rants 
with those w’ho rule with simplicity. 
They soften by the spirit the harshness 
of the fact. Their authority is not In 
ahoulder-Mraps. titles or dlectplmary 
mMi - jrc*. They make use of neither 
ferule nor ihre.its, yet they uchleve 
everything. Why? Because we f^e! 
that they are themselves ready for 
everything. That which confers upon 
a man the right to demand of another 
the anrrlfice of his time, tils money, hi*

hlm*oIf, but that he has mud ' them in 
advance. In the comm-and of a man 


municttes Itself to him who ls to obey, 
a*’*! hfOp* him do hi* duty. 

In all the provinces of human activ¬ 
ity there are chiefs who in-ptre, 
strengthen,, magnetize their sold ers; 
under thelk direct Ion / the troops do 
prodigies. With them one feeir him¬ 
self onpahle of any effort, ready to go 
through fire, as th-> saving has it; and 
If he goes, U is u ith enthusiasm. 


B UT the pride of the exalted Is not 
the only pride; there Is also the 
pride of the humble—this arrogance of 
underlings, fit pendant lo that of the 
great. The root of these two prides Is 
the same. It is not alone that lofty and 
Imperious being, the man who says: 
"I am the law," that provokes Insur¬ 
rection by his very attitude; It 1* also 
the pig-headed subaltern who will not 
admit that there is any thing-beyond his 
knowledge*. 

There are really many people who 
find all superiority irritating. For them, 
every piece of advice is an offense, 
every criticism an Imposition, every 
: ordar an outrage on their liberty. They 
would not know how to submit to rule. 
To respect anything or anybody wduld 
seem to them a mental aberration. They 
my to people after this fashion: "Be- 
, yond us Is nothing." 

To the family of the proud belong 
also -those difficult nnsl eupereentltlv© 

I people who In humble life And that 
their superiors never do them fitting 
honor, whom the best and most kindly 
do not succeed In satisfying, and who 
go about their duties wdth the air of a 
martyr. At bottom these disaffected 
minds have too much misplaced *elf- 
respeoL They do not know how to fill 
their place simply, but complicate their 
life and that of others by unreasonable 
demands and morbid suspicions. 

When one takes the trouble to study 
men at short range, he Is surprised to 
find that pride has so many lurking- 
places among ‘those w ho arc by com¬ 
mon oonu-nt called the humble. So 
powerful Is this vice, that it arrives at 
forming round those who live in th? 
most modest circumstance* a wall 
which Isolate* them from their neigh¬ 
bors. Th-re they are. Inf ranched, bar¬ 
ricaded with their ambition* and their 
contempt*, n* Inaccessible as the pow¬ 
erful of earth behind their aristocratic 
prejudices. Obscure or Illustrious. prkL 
wraps Itself In Its dark royalty of en¬ 
mity to the humnn race. It is the same 
In misery and In high place*—solitary 
and Impotent, on guard against every¬ 
body, embroiling everything. And the 
last word about It Is always this: If 
there is so much hostility and hatred 
between different claw ? of men. It Is 
due less to exterior conditions than to 
an interior fatality. Conflicting inter¬ 
ests and difference* of situation dig 
ditches between us. It Ls true, but pride 
transform* the ditches Into gulfs, and 
alone which orie* 


from brink to brink: "There Is noth¬ 
ing !n common between you and me."

A mass of evidence was offered by 
the defense yesterday in the case of 
K. W. Knott and the Evening 1 Post 
Company, charged with the criminal 
libel of Patrick Sharkey. Many wit¬ 
nesses, some of them neighbors of 
Sharkey, gave his saloon at Seventh 
find Market streets a bad reputation, 
Frank Barbour, a bicycle repair man 
at Seventh and Jefferson streets, de¬ 
clared that 'YVhltney and O'Brien, the 
boy* who murdered A. B. Chinn at 
Lexington and later were hanged for 
It, went to his place Just before the 
tragedy to have a pistol repaired and 
while there inquired for Sharkey's sa¬ 
loon. 

It Is said that they volunteered the 
Information that Sharkey gave protec¬ 
tion to “the boys.*' This is emphatic¬ 
ally controverted by the Common¬ 
wealth, It being alleged That the two 
boys In question were not in Louisville 
at the time named by Barbour. E. W. 
Jacobs, who claimed to have sold load¬ 
ed dice to some one at Sharkey’s sa¬ 
loon, said, that many bad characters 
loafed around the place. 

Several of the witnesses produced by 
the defense, who swore against The 
character of Sharkey and his saloon, 
were more or lees confused by the hot 
crops-fire directed against them by’the 
Commonwealth.

The Confederate Reunion. 

The citizens of Louisville will no 
doubt respond with their usual Mor¬ 
ality to the call of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee fbr the Confederate reunion to 
be held here in June. No city enjoys 
a higher reputation for hospitality, 
prompted by an Innate sens© of that 
laudable spirit characteristic of the 
State, and seconded by the liberal con¬ 
tributions of her citizens. The prime 
object is to receive with a becoming 
welcome Che veterans of the Confeder¬ 
ate army In affiliation with the sur¬ 
viving representatives of the same 
cause lr. Kentucky, and to do this in 
proper spirit and appropriate entertain¬ 
ment will require the co-operation of 
ell our liberal-minded and open-handed 
citizens. 

Time wns when such a gathering 
might have had a sectional aspect and 
have raised ft question ns to 
Uia propriety of engendering feel¬ 
ing among even a minority of 
*the odirizens ' not in sympathy 
with the object. But happily that period 
has long passed by. The asperities of 
the war have been quite eliminated 
by the lapse of the forty years since 
It* close and the return of 
cordiality of feeling between the sec¬ 
tions. The old soldiers of the 
ojypoylng armies early laid aside all 
other feeling except that of admiration 
for the valor of their opponents on the 
battK-fleM. and the non combatants, lat¬ 
est to yield their prejudices, have had 
them greatly tempered, if not wholly 
eliminated. 

Of the thoroughness of i** 0011- 

dilation and the practical return of 
good fellowship the people of Louisville 
had a notable Illustration w'hen the 
Grand Army of the Republic held its 
noted meeting in this city In August 
1895. the only time it ever met south 
of the Ohio. It was at the earnest in¬ 
vitation of the Confederate, as well 
as the Federal, soldiers of Louisville. 
Although contrary to usage and not 
without misgiving on the part of many 
the tender of welcome was so cordial 
that K could not well be declined. But 
when the day came and the blue-coated 
veterans arrived from all sections of 
the North and met with such a cordial 
greeting from the whole community, 
and especially the Confederate veter¬ 
ans. the surrender was as complete os 
the surprise was welcome. Veterans of 
the blue and the gray served together 
upon all the committees, and if there 
was any difference in .the warmth dis 
played In their attentions to the visit 
Sng guests it was on the part of those 
wearing the gray In their desire to 
manifest the burial of all sectional feel 
jng. The meeting in this respect was 
a revelation to the great body of the 
people of the North, and marked a 
new era in the progress of that unifi¬ 
cation which has fstrer.gthened 
steadily with the Intervening year®. 

Nor was this the only Instance In 
which Louisville has shown the same 
unity of spirit and genuine breadth of 
Its hospitality. In 1900 the reunion of 
the Confederate Veterans was held 
here. From the very inception of the 
Mea It received the cordlnl encourage¬ 
ment of the Federal Veterans. After 
the formal selection of Louisville as the 
place of meeting, among the first to 
take part In the preliminary arrange¬ 
ments were the Union Veterans. It 
was not in the shape of mere formal 
tender of co-operation, but in actual 
aid and assistance as to all details, it 
Is recalled with gratification that a 
building for general headquarters wos 
placed rent free nt the service of the 
Executive Committee by an ex-Federal 
soldier, nud many similar tenders were 
made and accepted, together with the 
most liberal financial contributions. 
No labor upon committees or in other 
•ervfcc^ was too exacting. Hos¬ 
pitable homes were thrown open and 
the stay of the visiting Veterans was 
made notable by this feature of their 
entertainments. 

Unfortunately, the meeting was 
marred. In many of its moat Interesting 
details as planned, by almost continu¬ 
ous rain, which deprived the people of 
Louisville of the opportunity of 
showing the full measure of their hos¬ 
pitality. At each annual meeting of

Yes, yea, get to yoirr Journey’s end 
In the evening, as we got to Barcelona, 
though we were spared the eonciergerie 
and the ceremonies, for there were dear 
friends at th$ station to meet us. and 
quite an osculatory explosion and flut¬ 
ter of feminine apparel, as soon as the 
carriage-door of the lumbering train 
flew open, and the ring of a hearty, 
manly voice with Its familiar "halloa, 
Mars Henry!" 

Traveling long distance® by rail in 
Europe has a tendency to ijeconclle one 
to railway travel in the United States.

I have been here now less than i 
week, and have had at least two dis 
tlnct sensations. Going back and forth 
between the Colon Statue and the 
Plaza Oat&luna. we take the Jefferson 
town car. that is a car we have so 
designated because in color, size and 
running gear, even in the conductors 
and motormen. it reminds us of home 
The street-car eyatem of Barcelona Is 
unsurpassed, and, among many good 
rules, there is one forbidding over¬ 
crowding; as a matter of fact, there 
must be a seat for each and every pas¬ 
senger. Sunday n.ight Big Sis and Lit 
tie S4», and another lady, of whose 
identity any one has the right to sur¬ 
mise. but whom I shall only designate 
as Mrs. R., the wife of the Consul Gen 
eral. and myself, got aboard the Jcffer- 
sontown car at the head of the Rambla 
There happened to be seats for two. not 
for four, and the conductor invited me. 
and whichever of the ladles I might se 
lect. very politely, but in good round 
ungrammatical Castilian, to "de* 
cendo." I did not understand. Then a 
little perplexed, but very gently he 
spoke again. I shook my head like an¬ 
other Chesterfield. Then he murmurs 
"the man’s a stranger, and does not un¬ 
derstand a word I say." With a vacant 
stare that would have done credit to an 
Indian in front of a cigar store, I held 
my ground. The car started. J thought 
that, for once. Ignorance was goln^ to 
triumph. Fifty lengths ahead a sentry- 
box loomed up. There was a gentle 
whistle, the car stopped, a file of gend¬ 
arme®. all gold-lace and brass helmets, 
solemnly moved out. and—! I stepped 
ashore, the Sergeant Major lifted his 
helmet graciously and gracefully, and 
Big Sis and I retired in fairly go^d or¬ 
der, until we got around the corner;

Barcelona is in some of its aspects 
even as brilliant as Paris. The Ramble 
inay fairly cluim kinship with the 
Boulevard dee Italiens. the Plaza dc 
Cataluna with the Place de la Concoide 
'era the decorations. In Parts, where 
t Is not French, It l« cosmopolitan; in 
Barcelona, it ta mainly Spanish, the 
cloak of the cabalcros. the mantilla of 
the senoras conspicuous; fn air of so¬ 
lemnity mere cor.<sp eu us ©1411; nothing 
loud, or hyat^rlca.1: the very cries of the 
newsboys a little subdued, and no so¬ 
licitation, except from the beggars, who 
are. however, almost as much In evi 
donee as fleas, or lazzaroni, in Naple.*. 
Tlh® new Spain, of which we hear so 
much, may be upon the way, but it has 
not yet arrived, albeit Barcelona Is a 
modern city—that Is tha Barcelona 
which has grouped itself around the old 
medieval town—In all its appointments 
and a most rich and beautiful city in¬ 
deed. 

The elbowing of the antique and the 
current makes some strange ©ontras»»s. 
Old Barcelona lies about the water’s 
edge, pierced here and there by a broad 
avenue connecting New Barcelona, with 
the quay®. These avenues are lined 
with handsome buildings. Turn out of 
one of them and you stand face to face 
with all that Is quaint in streetdom 
feudal in architecture; little, narrow 
lar.es running zig-zag one Into another 
overhung by sky-scrapers which seem 
to touch roofs, and' from whose bal¬ 
conies lover® might touch hand®; the 
walls built to stand against assault 
great iron doorways, and tiny loop¬ 
hole windows; no room for battering 
ram. small hope for ladders of silk, or 
nope, or fancy. 

Many of the streets are lighted at 
night only by the watchman’s lamp, as 
silent as tombs except for the watch 
man'® calling of the hours. Nor are 
the older houses of the poorer sort 
There are few signs of dilapidation 
none of the shabby-genteel; the Mias 
sive. often the magnificent. Indicating 
the presence of the grandiose In qua! 
ity, If not In fortune. It is by no means 
unusual to see splendid equipages 
threading their way through the tor 
tuous defiles, or standing before one of 
the palatial abutments. Now and agai 
one comes upon a mimic plaza, alt 
palms and colonnades, pometlines 
fountain, ot a churcfli, or a convent, or a 
fond®, or tavern, "accommodation for 
man and beast" #UI1 carved upon the 
stone coping, as In days of muleteers 
and brigand®, when a gentleman could 
carry a lady off on a pa^k-saddle and 
have no fear of any lack of adventures; 
whereas, now, Don Alfonso y Whisker. 
ando and the lady Dulcinea del What- 
dyecaiVher may rush away to Paris in 
the Don's own Mercedes, nor hope for 
a fmord-thrust. not even a pursuing 
gendarme, this side the barrleres! 

They are as polite os the French—but 
gentler, statelier; plenty of Independ¬ 
ence. but no swagger. An English 
woman, whose relative had bought her 
a bunch of violets, paying five pesetas 
for It. sought the booth In the flower 
market whence the violets had come, 
and taxed the old woman In chargv 
with extortion, "Madame." says she*, 
"give me back four pesetas and I will 
return you the flowers." With the mosL 
perfect courtesy the old woman replied: 
"Madame, here are your five pesetas, 
and you may keep the flowers." 

We went to the cafe Movedades to 
see the old year out and the new year 
In. Thds cafe is the mots* resplendent!}’ 
lighted of any in the world, and. per¬ 
haps It is the largest. It was crowded 
to the uttermost. A Viennese band was 
In attendance, the leader a fair-haired 
Austrian, who knew her business, and. 
In honor of her American guests, gave 
us a cake-walk on the turn of th- 
hour, whilst the drum tapped twp;vc, 
and the assembled throng with perfect 
decorum yet not without enthusiasm, 
gave a welcoming huzza. The place 
swarmed with women and children, old 
women and young women, dandles and 
men-about-town, nor anything tipsy, or 
unclean; a thing Impossible In Paris 
I find myself weakening as to the 
Dona I begin to be a little ashamed 
of our Spanish War. Except as a Jingo 
or. general principles, and a friend of 
Cuba, I nevei took much stock in It.

ome leading men In Ncrib Caro¬ 
lina. dissatisfied with that colony, 
moved westward and formed the 
Watauga settlement, nt first believing 
that they were in Virginia. Among 
those who gained prominence in this 
settlement were James Robertson and 
John Sevier. They formed the first 
civil Government west of the Alle- 
which Duty called the Waoaugu 
Association. Finding themselves tn 
North Carolina, and remaining still 
diFsatlsfled with the Government of 
that State, which had ceded the ter 
ritory to the United States, they held 
a convention at Jonesboro ugh in Aug 
ust, 1784. and voted 28 to 15 to set up 
a separate State Government. In De- 


ember of that year a Constitution was 
framed, which, after being lost for 
more than a hundred years, was dis¬ 
covered last fall In a bundle of papers 
m the possession of the Insurance 
Commissioner of North Carolina. Un¬ 
der this Constitution a State Govern¬ 
ment was set up in 1785. and John 
Sevier was elected Governor. The 
Government lasted three years, but 
had a stormy existence. Dissatisfac¬ 
tion sprung up shortly after the State 


r:on and prejudice. It reported, the 
charges not sustained, and that seemJ 
to accord with the testimony, such a< 
it was.

What effect has this had on public 
opinion?

Good writers also use begin instead 
or commence. We begin to read. We 
commence rending.

Not then, 
nor now, did I think I was "selling" 
myself, "body ajid soul to a railroad 
corporation," and not once during my 
several terms did I permit possession 
of those much-coveted evidences of 
"railroad courtesy" to influence my 
vote. 

i he passes which the newly-elected 
Hour® member receive® without the 
asking are not the pasee® which the 
legislative agents of rnllrqads issue for 
the purpose of securing the good will 
or positive aJd of lawmaker*. This may 
be news to some people, but the fact is 
there Is a wide difference In the char¬ 
acter of railroad payees given public of¬ 
ficials. The annuals aertt to members 
dliect from the office of the general 
passenger agents are regarded by al¬ 
most all members of any Legislature as 
rightful perquisites to the office. The 
habit of Issuing such pna&e® hiu» be¬ 
come a well-recognized- custom, alrmet, 
ore might say. an obligation upon the 
railroad* companies. If the railroads 
"topped there we would not hear so 
much of the demoralizing Influence of 
railroad passes. 

But In every Slate Capitol, when a

There 
is not a member here from tho city 
whose life Is not made miserable by 
men, most of whom are our representa¬ 
tive citizens, who practically demand 
that we get either passes or half-rate 
privileges for them. And if we don't 
see our way to do It they fight u® ever 
after. And these very men are the first

Undoubtedly an immense number of 
passes are asked of railroads by iegls- 
«tore. but a very email percents*) of 
,, m if. 8 lf,ue<1 to *he lawmaker hlm- 
‘ are 8har * cd “P to him by 

the legal department of the road, but 
are made out In the name* of his con- 
mltuentg. The personal and political 


polling the railroad companies to pub 
Hsh the name® of pass getters and 
users an unbelievable number of our 
b<rst people would be plungrd Into deep¬ 
est gloom, for of course the publicity 
would end "grafting by proxy." 

There is no doubt that the legislative 
conscience Is dulled' by the giving of 
railroad and sleeping-car pas^s and 
telegraph and express franks. The fa¬ 
vors besto\ved on lawmakers by public 
service corporations cause them to 
'lean" toward those who give the fa¬ 
vors. The common w ealth would be bet¬ 
ter Ferved if ft were made Illegal for 
public officials of everj’ kind to accept 
special favors in the way of passes anti 
franks, And. strange as it may seem, 
member* of legislatures would welcome 
such a law if they were allowed actual 
mileage twice a week between their 
homes and the State Capital. 

A law making- Illegal the issuance of 
patfao* to or on behalf of assemblymen 
would relieve the legislator from the 
Incest ant d«-nauxd® for free railroad 
transportation made by his constItu- 
cnle. And any men wQio hns served In 
a General Assembly will tell you that 
hi* hardest Mfk !s» to write letters 
railroad companies for passes for his 
people. 


An amendment <o the revenue ^aw 
capie out of a House committee. It w an 
designed to compel railroad, street car 
and telegraph companies to pay more 
taxes. The railroad lobbyists scented 
danger and sent hurried word to their 
principals. At once the customary 
methods were put into effect to block 
the bill’s passage, but public sentiment 
In favor of it was Strong and It looked 
as If It w'ouid go through. 

Some trifling error In phraseology 
so*ft the bill back to Ihe committee, 
and when it reappeared a few words 
had been Inserted, apparently with the 
design of making tt stronger. The addi¬ 
tion had been made by a member of 
the committee at the instigation of a 
railroad attorney. 

The seemingly trivial ohajige, howev¬ 
er, made the application of the bill 
more general than the orlgiuaj meas¬ 
ure. Where before it had affected only 
the big corporations. It new reached ev¬ 
ery one. But no one seemed to notice 
the difference and the railroad attor¬ 
neys at the Capitol, who w-ere acting for 
all the public service corporations, per¬ 
mitted the bill to qvass one house. Then 
they "got busy." 

The country press, fed by the corpo¬ 
rations, showed how this once popular 
measure lift the farmer, and letters by 
the thousands poured Into the Statv 
house from angry agriculturists. The 
presidents and secretaries of huelnesj 
men’s and manufacturers’ asao-Unions 
received letters, inclosing copies of the 
bill, which directed their attention to 
the fact that If tt became a law their 
taxes would hr* larger. The ossrHla- 
tlong were called together nt once; dele¬ 
gations were rushed to the Capitol, and 
In a few days the members of the Leg¬ 
islature were listening not to arguments 
but to wrathful thredls. 

The railroad attorneys, all this while, 
ivere out of slight stirring up the farm¬ 
ers. business men and manufacturers. 
And where before passes, franks and 
even money had failed to stop what 
was really a meritorious measure, the 
threats of men who w-ere not willing 
to take the dose which they wanted to 
force doum the throats of the corpora¬ 
tions were effective. The bill was de¬ 
feated. and not by the railroads.

The most startling revelation of this 
compilation Is that the American of 
to-day, if he hopes to talk Intelli¬ 
gently about his country’s condition, 
must talk In billions along all lines. 
OnJ> r In rare Instances should he per¬ 
mit himself to sink Into the hundreds 
of millions even. 

The billion mark is ever before him* 
Our total valuation of real and per¬ 
sonal property is near the hundred bil¬ 
lion mark. The \ # ahie of fanm® and 
farm property la twenty-five billion* 
Bank clearings are nearing one hundred 
and fifteen billions. Our bank deposits 
sffgTegate ten billions. Our exports are 
nearly one and a half billions. Farm 
animals have a value of three billions. 
Manufactured products have a value 
somewhere between thirteen and fifteen 
billion*. We ore annually taking from 
the earth over & billion and a half 
dollars' worth of ores, minerals and 
metal. Our money In circulation totals 
tw'o and a half billions, the capital of 
our national banks Is nearing the 
billion, and that of our t State banks 
the three billion mark. The receipts 
and ordinary expenses of our Federal 
Government are ea#.1i over a half bil¬ 
lion dollars. The assets of our life 
Insurance companies ore million® over 
two and a half billions, and their In¬ 
surance in force over twelve billion. 
The par vakue of bond® purchased on 
the New York Stock Exchange lost 
year was a billion. Each of four 
State® has manufactures exceeding in 
value the same figure. 

The billion dollar^—the ten billion, the 
hundred billion mark--ail have become 
part and parcel of the American dally 
Mfe. We are. Indeed, so prosperous a 
nation that not one of us can begin to 
grasp the Immensity of our material 
holdings In agriculture, let ua say, to 
say nothing of our total wealth of a 
cool one hundred billion dollars.

Erroneous Iders Dispelled. 


London. Feb. 11 .—Parliament open* 
next Tuesday, when King Edward, with 
picturesque pomp, will go from Buck¬ 
ingham Palace to West minster, where 
he will deliver the speech from the 
throne amid the impoi^ng ceremonial 
that Is customary when the sovereign 
is present on this occasion In person 
This spectacular feature will be the 
curtain raiser to a grim struggle of 
long or short duration between Prime 
Minister Balfour’s administration and 
the Liberal opposition. 

Close observers are unable to gauge 
the staying powers of the Government. 
Rumors of a dissolution of the Govern¬ 
ment are Just its rife and Just as posi¬ 
tive as were the statements made a 
year ago when the best prognosticators 
gave Mr. Balfour only strength suffi¬ 
cient to read the budget. Now It is 
confidently stated that dissolution will 
come quickly, even within the limit of 
debate on th*» address in reply to the 
speech from the throne, which will last 
about two weeks. 

Whips from the Government and op¬ 
position shies have received warnings 
to be ready for a general election call 
by the opposition, whose leaders ex¬ 
press the Arm conviction that the Gov¬ 
ernment will be unable to maintain a 
majority*, and is certain of defeat either 
a-s the result of desertion by Unionists 
when the question of fre»e food ^»rn^!» 
up. or apathy by the first Ministerial¬ 
ists. On the other hand. Mr. Balfour 
and many of the most prominent mem- 
ber» of the Unton^n party assert in 
positive terms that they can only be 
defeated by the failure of the Union¬ 
ist members to do their duty, and the 
Government will not resign unless it 
Is defeated on an important division. 

As usual, the Irish vote is largely In 
doubt and will be able to command at 
least careful consideration from berth 
-hies and perhaps secure further con¬ 
cessions. A meeting of the Irish party* 
was held at Mansion House. In Dublin, 
to-day. but nothing transpired to tncliJ , 
cute any particular programme. John I 
Redmond was again elected chairman 
of the party and the whips and jth*r 
officers were re-elected. The meeting 1 
lasted only twenty minutes. 

The Alien Bill and the question of 
the unemployed will give opportunities 
to both tides to bid for popular sup¬ 
port. Three thousand unemployed held 
a meeting in Trafalgar Square to-d.ty, 
at which the speakers announced their 
intention to bombard Westminster with 
deputations.

DR. CUTHBERT BULLITT. EX- 
KENTUCKIAN, PASSES AWAY. 


Member of Noted Family, Confed¬ 
erate Surgeon and Distinguished 
Physician Since War. 


Dr. Cuthbert Bullitt, formerly a reel- 
dent of Louisville and the last of a 
large family, each, member of which 
became famous, died in San Antonio, 
Tex..

MADE GAY BY SOCIETY. 


Round of Dinners, Teas and Theater 
Parties Now Marks the Sab¬ 
bath Day.

Lady 
Lister-Kaye is a fine, steady player, 
who keeps a cool head even amidst the 
greatest excitement, but in spite of her 
devotion to the game she will not be 
Induced to play for high stakes. She 
maintains that playing for high stakes 
Involves such a nervous strain that the 
pleasure derived from the game is en¬ 
tirely lost.

It Is a matter of common talk Jn the 
automobile club that American women 
show greater boldness In handling 
motors than their English cousins, and 
are also much quicker in grasping the 
details of the mechanism of their cars. 
It took Queen Alexandra over two 
years before she acquired sufficient 
skill and confidence to handle her car. 
and several other English women have 
taken from three to four years.

To Be Installed At Hartford In the 
Near Future.

An unusual evidence of the evange¬ 
listic spirit In the religious bodies of 
America l* the movement of thellniver- 
| sallst Church, w hich some call a “reviv- 
i nl," but which leaders prefer to term 
! an "nwokenlpg." That It Is a movement 
| common In a sense to other denomina¬ 
tions is unquestioned, but among Unt- 
versalLsts it takes a different form than 
I In other bodies, Unlversallht leaders 
sav the body has been too busy estab¬ 
lishing their position in the face of bit¬ 
ter opposition to do the work among 
the people they felt called upon to do. 
But now, they say. the conclusions for 
which they struggled have been gen¬ 
erally adopted In spirit if not in letter, 
and the theology of the ages has been 
in large part reformed. An advance Js, 
therefore, to be made, "not an old- 
fashioned revival scheme made op of 
froth and fiction," as one leader puts 
it, but a concerted effort by the Unl- 
versoJiftt miinlestry to extend that 
faith. There is no effort to enlarge 
membership in I'nlveraalist churches, 
but so far a* a system of work has been 
adopted. It begins with the ministry of 
the church, then reaches the people of 
the churches and through them Is to 
reach the world. The Universallst 
Church has members, and In most 

of Its b69 churches the evangelistic 
spirit Is rapidly developing. The leaders 
in this Universallst evangelistic move¬ 
ment are In large part the general and 
the State superintendents of the church. 
The Htiperintendoney Is In itself a com¬ 
paratively recent addition to the Unl- 
versalist policy, dating back but seven 
or eight years. The general superin¬ 
tendent/ the Rev. 1. M. Atwood, was 
selected by the trustees of the General 
Convention in 1897. after the conven¬ 
tion of that year, and be has ever since 
held the potion. In once sense he Is 
primate of The Univer'aadlst Church, al¬ 
though he hns not the authority of a 
bishop, and is btit an advisory officer, 
subject to the convention trustees. The 
appointment of a general superintend¬ 
ent led naturally to the creation of 
State officers of similar power, and a 
system has grown up whereby practic¬ 
ally every church and IndlvlduaJ Is 
kept In touch with the churcfc and the 
chtirch with them. There are now State 
superintendents In Georgia, South 
Carolina, Illinois, Indiana. Kansas, 
Kentucky, Maine. Massachusetts. Mis¬ 
souri, New Jersey. New York. Ohio. 
Pennsylvania and Texas. It Is these 
men who lead in the Universallst ad¬ 
vance movement.

The International Sunday-school re¬ 
ports progresses follows: 

In thirty-seven States and territories, 
nnd In Cuba, there are now- at work 
110 Sunday-school missionaries and 
eleven colporteurs, laboring within th® 
bounds of (twenty-seven synods and 
108 presbyteries. Of these fifteen are 
synodical and 106 are prasbyterial 
workers, being twelve more than In the 
previous year. They have organized 
797 new Sunday-schools and reorgan¬ 
ized 365 schools, a total of 1,152. Into 
which have been gathered 3.880 officer* 
and teachers, nnd 36.403 scholars, 
making at total membership of 40,283. 

These missionaries have also cared 
for nnd nutured 2.346 Sunday-schools 
which they organized in previous years. 
The membership of these schools Is 
89,822. These missionaries have made 
111,297 visits to families. Thu number 


of Presbyterian churches developed by 
rh*? mterionaries from rtielr schools 
during the past year Is 106 The num¬ 
ber or Presbyterian buildings erected 
last year as the outgrowth of the labors 
<*f Sunday-school missionaries Is 70. 
The cost of these bulldtittgu was $83,958. 
Thus over 55 per cent, of »tb*? cost of 
the Sunday-school and missionary 
work was rvlurned to the Presbyterian 
Uhurch In fhe tnotrey value of the 
ihiildlugs erected. In the ku* sixteen 
years M0 Presbyterian churches have 
grown from ‘these missions, an average 
of fifty new-churches each year. Oth¬ 
er denominations huve shared In the 
fruits of the work and have gathered 
from them 477 churches. The w-hole 
number of churxdtes. therefore, thus 
organized since 1887 is 1.287. an average 
of over eighty churches ever year.

| FIXING DATES. 


The arrival at Manila of Mgr. Agios, 
the new Apostolic Delegate to the Phil¬ 
ippines. will lead to a speedy settle¬ 
ment of some of the questions relartfng 
to th© Carbolic C'hurch In the Inlands 
that have been awaiting attention. The 
delegate, it is understood, has definite 
instructiona fte>m Rome in all matters, 
and during his sojourn In Washington 
ascertained hotv far he may rely upon 
the aid of the Government. One of his 
early e/forts will be to rid the church 
of the AgUp&y schism, which has for 
many months kept large numbers in re¬ 
bellion against the Catholic Church. An 
effort will be made to get the Govern¬ 
ment to turn over to the church the 
buildings and properties held by Agli- 
pay aini his follower*. These proper¬ 
ties, It Is held, belong to the Catholic 
Ohuroh and are Illegally held for the 
schism. The local courts of the island* 
are said to have authority from Wash¬ 
ington to deal with the matter and de¬ 
cide It. Another matter requiring care¬ 
ful attention on the part of Mgr. Agius 
relates to the apportionment among the 
dioceses of the Islands of the money 
to be received from the sale of the 
friars’ lands. It Is unlikely that the 
amounrt to be apportioned will be a 
targe one, for the $5,000,000 on deposit 
in New' York will be claimed for the 
most part by representative* of the 
Domlnloan. Franciscan and Jesuit or¬ 
ders. Some funds for the churches In 
the Islands may be secured through 
the claims for damages to church prop¬ 
erty nt the tinve of the American occu 
pa Hon. 


STRONG IMPETUS. 


The refigfous revivals In England.

HOME LIFE OF THE JAPANESE 


[ In Spite of the General Pro°ressiveness of the Suhiects 
Mikado , Many Families Still Clin% to Their Old Traditior

T OKJO, Jan. 10.—Uncle Sam's al¬ 
mond-eyed cousins across the 
Pacific ocean, the ,r Yankee® • of 
the East/* are objecta of the 
keenest Interest .to Americana.

Private Life Is Sacred. 


One principal reason for the Inability 
of the stf anger to laorn rau?h of the 
Inner life of the people of Japan while 
he is merely paving a visit to their Und 
Is that their private life is kept sacrel. 
ly shut from the outside world, and no 
one who has not been made "one of the 
family" in a Japanese home ©an gain 
any Idea of the manner of their life In 
ail its simplicity and plcturesquen ss. 

A Japanese dwelling. In the first 
place. Is quite different from the Amer¬ 
ican notion of what constitutes a resi¬ 
dence. There the great ambition is to 
have a roof on supports, filled In with 
walls or not, according to the pleasure 
of the owner. No cellar ls considered 
necessary—if considered at all—and the 
supports are merely driven into the 
mud, and then braced with cross¬ 
beams. and then, with the addition of 
wooden outside shutters on the light¬ 
ly built walls, the building Is complete. 
As for Inside walls, screens generally 
do duty for these, and are considered 
part of the house furnishing. It is an 
easy sort of construction, and well 
adapted to warm weather, but when 
winter comes the drawbacks of this 
style of building appear In full force. 

A typical Japanese house Is of ob¬ 
long shape, and generally one story 
high, with the gable ends filled In with 
lath and plaster, and narrow balconies 
running along the sides. Within are 
the living rooms, with their floors com¬ 
pletely covered with thick mats, soft 
and springy, which do duty as chairs, 
tables and all other kinds of furniture. 

The floor of the rooms ls sunk a lit¬ 
tle, so that the mats are Just level with 
the balconies. In this sill and In the 
beam directly above It run double 
grooves, and In these slide the screens, 
so lightly constructed that they can 
be lifted out and put away without the 
least effort. Partitions are arranged 
in the same way between the rooms. 
The screens next to the balcony serve 
the purpose of window sashes, and are 


covered with tissue paper, which tear* 
quite easily and in consequence has to 
be replaced very often. 

At night,, or* when the house is clos¬ 
ed, the w'ooden storm-shutters are 
pushed out along a groove on the out¬ 
side of the balcony, and when the last 
is In place a bolt fastens them on the 
inside—and there you are. shut up 
tight in a box Tor the time being, for 
there are no windows to admit light 
and air after the shutters go up. 

T3 hatever furnishings the house con¬ 
tains outside the mats, are considered 
luxuries. There may be a few low* 
chests of drawers, a box for coals, a 
writing stand, a few* thin cushions to 
sit upon, a single vase for flowers, and 
a banging scroll, but nothing more. 

It is much ea/Her to furnlFh a Japan¬ 
ese kitchen than one in America, for 
the uteneiis are as few as the furniture 
in the re-t of the house—a small etove 
for cookincr. and a few pots and other 
oookl: g artl-la*. D.shes there are a^d 
tray.s on whhdi to serve *thein, and 
t hi p-sticks take tihe p'ace of forks and 
knives; then there are basins, ytubs and 
hot water cans in the buhroom.

Kitchen Worth Inspection. 

The kl'chen ls Weil w'orth 1 ctlen 
especially in some old country* house 
belonging to a wealthy^ res de t. One 
part Is lower than the rest, and his a 
floor pf beaten earth, on which stand 
tubs of water, and In which the rough¬ 
er work Is done. The rest ls carpeted 
with tatarni. and in the middle a pit 
flied with pebbles and aehes serves as 
the hearth, while overhanging It !« a 
kettle, and around the coals are lion 
Fplta. In the place of a chimney there 
is An opening in the roof, and what 
smoke Is unable to escape through the 
root goes out through the open sides 
of the house. 

Private houses, as a rule, turn a 
blank side to the street. Trees and 
shrubbery are cleverly arranged to 
keep out curious eyes, for no one 1 b 
more particular albout the ur.d sturbed 
privacy of his home than a Jap. 

There Is no privacy between the 
members of a family, but from the out¬ 
sider the family llfo In Japan ls kept 
absolutely racred. It le rot considered 
good form to mention one little Inci¬ 
dent'of the home to outsiders, though 
an outsider, u a* taken in«.o the house¬ 
hold, ls allowed to feel no reserve at 
all. 

When a young man marries he does 
rrot merely take unto himself a com¬ 
panion ajul helpmeet. His wife stands 
in the place of her paren’ts-ln-lawr's owm 
daughter, and Is ireated accordingly. 
Besdde doing her best to please her 
husband, she must In all things be use¬ 
ful to his father and mother. The Jap¬ 
anese girl's married life Is by no means 
easy, though it ls much better than it 


wa* a few years ego. Formerly, she 
had to stand everything from her hus¬ 
band, and to him alone was accorded 
the right of suing for divorce, but at 
the present time she has risen more 
nearly to the level of American wives, 
and for certain offenses the divorce 
court ls even open to her. As for 
ohocsing her husband, she exercises as 
much right in that matter as the man, 
and h-is a very distinct say In che mat¬ 
ter But even as yet h>ve has very 
little to do with the choice of either 
of the contracting parties until after 
marriage, for, as Confucius* law puts 
Lt, "Marriage must begin with respect, 
and after marriage love begins." 

Until about two hundred years ago 
Japanese women enjoyed a great deal 
more freedom and Influence than they 
do now. At that time much of the rigid 
Confucianism went Into effect* and be¬ 
came the guide to women’s conduct to 
the present day. 

The simplicity of dally life tn Japan 
impresses all foreigners, but most of 
ail Americans, who are divided be¬ 
tween pity for the Oriental’s lack of 
necessities and envy' of his freedom 
from such Incumbrances. And whether 
they would like It for themselves or 
not. It Is certain that this simplicity 
is a large part of Japan’s fascination 
for strangers. 

In one of these quiet households day 
begins with the rolling back of the 
wooden shutters, frequently before the 
sun has appeared over the housetops. 
Schools begin at 8 In winter, and In 
the summer at 7. First, the children 
appear before their parents with the 
morning greeting, In doing which they 
kneel until their foreheads touch the 
mats. Even the baby of the family 
learns this act of reverance as soon as 
he ls able to understand anything. 

The family generally take their 
meals together, seated in a row around 
the room, for there Is no dining table. 
The dishes are served on trays. Even 
here the old superstitions of the coun¬ 
try are observed, as In everything else. 
For instance, pea*, a* Indicating good 
luck, are served to oue starting on a 
journey. It ls very bad luck to put the 
chop-sticks upright In a bowl of rice 
because they are placed so In making 
offerings to the dead, and for this rea¬ 
son no one will pour cold water Into a 
basin and add hot. 

At the end of the meal, the children, 
never forgetful of their reverential re¬ 
gard for their parents, bow politely 
and. with a complimentary phrase 
about the repast, leave the room to 
attend to their schools or other duties, 
w'hlle their mother looks to her house¬ 
keeping., She ls truly the mistress of 
her husband's home, responsible for 
everything, and controlling everything.

Refinement of This Peopla

tian desert. The casually curious. as 
^ell as the followers of science, history 
and religion, have oft made pilgrimage 
to this mystery of mysterious Egypt 
and sought to solve the riddle which It 
has kept so closely locked. Within the 
century Juat gone many have tried and 
failed to bring to light the secrets h d- 
den In this monument, mayhaps of 
some ruler of ancient days. But all of 
these attempts have failed. 

Now, another -effort is to be made to 
•olve ths riddle. And It Is und$r the 
direction of a Kentuckian that the solu¬ 
tion Is to be attempted. L. Dow Cov¬ 
ington. of Covington, Ky., Is the man 
who will lead the party of Invest gatlon 
and exploration Into this tomb, to break 
down Its barriers of slleme and reveal 
to the world the long hidden holdings 
of the Sphinx. 

Mr. Covington for four years has 
been In Egypt, giving practically all of 
that time to the work of research which 
Is constantly being conducted there 
under the direction and supervision of 
the British Service of Antiquities, to 
which *the English Government has 
granted exceptional authority and priv¬ 
ileges. It Is the hope of solving this 
mystery of the ages that has induced 
Mr. I*. Dow Covington. Egyptologist, to 
travel over land and wa between 
Egypt and America to raise funds nec¬ 
essary for carrying on this Investiga¬ 
tion. Mr. Covington has demonstrated 
his ability as an Egypt >1 g *t. havl g 
made discoveries which h*ve brought 
him Into prominence In the history of 
the antiquarian reseat ch of th t c un¬ 
try.

A regular system of apprenticeship 
under keen Government supervision 
now prevails, and the number of boys 
to each boat Is limited by law. But 
It Is hard work on the herring boats, 
and the boys earn every penny of 
their scanty wages. 

The nets are stretched over a largo 
sea surface, corks keeping the upper 
part nenr the surface and lead sinking 
the lower part. 

The herring are caught In the 
meshes as the shoals seek to force 
their way past. 

The nets are thrown overboard 
toward sundown and are hauled In at 
daybreak. The fish are drawn out of 
the meshes and thrown into the bot¬ 
tom of the boat, and If the catch war¬ 
rants It, the boat ls steered for the 
harbor. 

The ffil \ are either sent off by rail 
or carted to the factories, according to 
the state ot the market, where they 
are transformed Into bloaters. 

1 ne life Is hard and the food la 
coarse, but the flsherboys are healthy 
and hardy seafarers. They serve four 
years, their pay for the first year bc-

eager army it Is no hard task to se¬ 
cure proper subjects. Once found, the 
adult model Is amenable, for he knows

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Pocket Knives For Birlhday Gilts. 


OTHERS and sisters In quest 
of a birthday present for 
some male contingent of tHelr 
family will find no more ac¬ 
ceptable gift than one of the new 
knives, whether It be a strong knife for 
hunting purposes or a featherweight 
knife for pocket use. The youth of 
1905 venturing forth in search of four- 
footed prey or self-hewn hockey stick 
carries, like his Indian brother, but one 
destructive weapon. This may be a 
powerful dagger-like knife with heavy 
handle and sharp pointed blade thrust 
in a leather case attached to the back 
of hla belt; but It Is more likely to be 
the proverbial schoolboy's Jack knife, 
with numberless new devices, tucked 
safely in his hip pocket. 

This same Jack knife has developed 
Into a veritable tool box, and Is a mar¬ 
vel of compactness. There Is the big 
blade for blazing trails and skinning 
small animals and a narrow blade for 
more delicate work.
